MANILA, April 7, via Hong Kong, Apri! 
10.—Though hundreds of Filipinos are daily 
returning their homes and are desirous 
of resuming peaceful pif¥suits, and though 
the proclamation issued by the United 
States Philippine Commission has given an 
Impetus to this movement, the war is far 
from ended. of the foremost Ameri- 
can generals said recently: 

“We will see a hundred thousand soldiers 
in the Philippines before the Americans 
control the islands."

BY LIGTING OF JOSS STICKS.

Police Have Not Discovered a Clew in 
the Murder Case and Still Are 
Working in the 
Dark. : 


The remains of Jue Chow, the murdered 
Chinese who was found.under an oll tank, 
were buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery Sun- 
day from the undertaking rooms of Smithe- 
rs & Wagoner. While Chow was unfor 
tunate in the manner of his demise, he 
was better provided for in the way of a 
funeral than most white people who die. 
Chow's body was prayed over by a Chris- 
tian minister, after which josh sticks were 
burned and rice and other necessaries of 
life were lett beside the grave for Chow's 
use during his journey to the Celestial 
heaven. 

Despite the fact that Chow became Chris- 
tianized during life, his many cousins or 
members of the Jue Co., did what they 
could after his death to rectify what they 
considered an error on his part. 

The Christian minister was engaged te 
pray by Jue Ting out of consideration for 
the dead man’s life creed; the Chinese 
ceremony was held for Chow's safety. 

All the members of the Jue Co. attended, 
The body was carried in a plain coffin from 

the hearse by 
Chinese without ceremony of any kind. 
Six carriages of Chinese followed the 
hearse, the Christians in separate vehicles 
from the others. 

At the grave the Christian minister made 
a brief prayer, during which all the celes- 
tials stood with uncovered heads. 

At the conclusion of the iavocation Jué 
Ping, master of ceremonies, stepped for- 
ward and repeated an incantation in Chi- 
nese. Meanwhile the coffin was luwered 
and the grave was filled. Ping stuck paper 
tapers on josh sticks In the 
them. He also burned 
Chinese paper money. 

Jue Tom eaid $1000 was burned. He ale> 
explained that the money was made for the 
oecasion with a marking pot and brush. 
Several small cups of rice were deposited 
at the foot of the mound. Had Chow been 
a wealthy man a great deal more money 
would have been burned and there woulu 
have been an elaborate ceremony in: Hop 
Alley. with night vigils prior to the buria

e One of the balls from his revolver 
pierced the forehead of Xavier L. Roog, 
a Frenchman and unton miner, who was 
unarmed and an innocent onlooker, Lococq 
falling to the sidewalk and expiring im- 
mediately. 

The fleeing negro, having emptied his 
revolver, closely pursued by Shertff 
Downey, Cheeney and a large force of spe- 
clal deputies, ran into the mammoth de- 
partment store of George V. Penwell, owner 
of the Penwell colitery. 

The officers pursued him the entire length 
of the store and up the back stairs to the 
rear of the building, where he only sur- 
rendered after six bullets had pierced his 
body. 

It was this firing that led to excitement 
all over the city, and fighting at once be- 
came general in several sections. The full 
list of casualties is not yet known. 

Despite his six wounds Stephens wae not 
dead when Deputy Cheeney carried him 
out of the bullding, and, surrounded by 
half a hundred deputies, the prisoner was 
taken down Locust etreet to the CityJail. 

Here the negro’s wounds were dreseed 
by Dr. Fringer. Mephen’e wounds iater 
caused death. 

Immediately following the shooting of 
Roog and the arrest of Stephens, firing oc- 
curred In every section of the city, but the 
principal portion of shooting, it Ia charged 
by many citizens, was done with rifles from 
the towers of the Penwell and Pana Cosel 
company's mines, and it wae there ahota, it 
is thought, that killed the other victims 
named.

FORTUNE MADE AND LOST. 


CHIEF INCIDENTS IN HIS RE- 
MAREKABLE LIFE. 


In 1807 the Last Piece of His Vast 
Property in Denver Which Added 
Much to the City, Was Sold 
Under the Hammer. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Col., April 10.—Horace A. W. 
Tabor, Postmaster of Denver and éx-multl- 
millionaire, ex-Lieutenant Governor of Coi- 
orado, ex-Mayor of Leafiville, ex-United 
States Senator, died at 9:30 a. m. of appen- 
dicitis, after three days’ illness. 

Tabor was at one time the most fam®us 
oi? Colorado's bonanza gkings, and his life 
history is one of the most striking ro- 
mances of mining. He was once worth 
$9,000,000. Some said it was nearer $20,000,- 
ooo. The structures reared by his wealth 
are monuments beside the streets of Den- 
ver to-day. 

Tabor was borr in Vermont Nov. 
1830, and at an early age left for the West, 
locating ‘in Kansas. Without much capi- 
tal other than an abundance of energy and 
plenty of zeal, he settled on a farm, and, 
to borrow the language of a biographer. 
“fought grasshoppers and starvation” for 
a time. He was elected a member of the 
Legislature when Kansas became a State. 

About this time returning trappers from 
the Rocky Mountain regions were telling 
of the rich gold discoveries along Cherry 
Creek, in Colorado. near the site of the 
present city of Denver, and Mr. Tabor, 
with a team of oxen hitched to a prairie 
schooner, turned his face in that direc- 
tion. It was a hazardous undertaking, but 
his courage was equal to the exigencies, 
and in the fall of 1859 he reached Denver, 
where he remained until the following 
spring Then he set out for California 
Gulch, the most attractive region, for gold 
mining in the mountains, and with his wife,

day after day and in the evening cleaned 
up and counted his gains.

season he had $5000 to the good, which wae 
to him a fair fortune. He bought a stock 
of groceries and opened a store to supply 
the wants of others. When summer came 
again he resumed his operations fn the 
mines, and at the close of that season had 
$15,000 ae the harvest of two years of toil. 

From California Guich he went to Buck- 
skin Joe, some distance away, now a wil- 
derness, but then a booming camp, and to 
that Eldorado he directed his ateps and be- 
came the leading merchant and was made 
Postmaster. There he remained several 
pears and prospered. He returned to Cali- 
ornia Gulch, the scene of his successes, 
not as a miner, but as a merchant, though 
always with an.eye on the main chance 
in the mining world. Seon after a postof- 
fice was established there and Mr. Tabor. 
who had eerved the Government faithfully 
at Buckskin Joe, was made the Postmas- 
ter. For nearly twenty years he led the 
prosaic life which his employment entailed 
and prospered in a way. 


In the town of Fair Play. Park County, 
there resided two shoemakers, named re- 
epectvely August Rische and George T. 
Hock, who formed a partnership with a 
view to searching for carbonates. They 
were poor and applied to Mr. Tabor for 
the means of prosecuting 
offering him an equal share with themsel- 
vés in such discoveries as they might make. 
This partnership with Tabor was the turn- 
ing point In his career. About May 1, ata 
depth of 26 feet, the vein wae struck and 
the Little Pittsburg mine opened. During 
the first half of July following the mine 
vielded at the rate of $8000 a week. Within 
a short time the mine was vroducing from 
7 to 100 tons of ore a week. This, of course, 
caused a prodigious activity throughout 
the neighborhood, and Mr. Tabor and the 
two shoemakers began to absorb contigu- 
ous claima.,

The rivér above broke up last week, and 
great ice floes bave been passing down the 
river at this place ever since.

Meyers and Schneider got up into two 
trees and were pulling the women up. 
when a great floe of ice struck the place of 
promised rescue and carried off the women 
and Schneider, and hurled Myers upon a 
cake of ice, knocking him into Inseneibil- 
ity. He was not rescued until yesterday 
morning, and has not regained Conscious- 
ness. Myers was engumed to Miss Regan, 
and the wedding was set for Tuesday night 
next. 

Eugene O'Connor, Dan Sullivan, wife and 
their eight children, one an infant. all res- 
idents of the west «ide, are known to have 
been drowned. 

The bridge which was destroyed cost $100,- 
1. Houses were moved from their founda- 
tions in the flooded district and carried 
down stream while many of the occupants 
were asleep.

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RAJAH, WHO HAS SLAIN NINE, 
WILL SLAY NO MORE. 


LAST VICTIM WAS HIS KEEPER. 


Infuriated by a Drunken Man, He 
Threw Him, Knelt on Him and 
Crushed Out His Life. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 10.—An in- 
quest on the body of Frank Fisher, the 
ninth man killed by Rajaff, the big ele- 
phant of Lemen Bros.’ circus, was held 
to-day, and as a result legal proceedings 
will be taken to have the beast killed. 
Several efforts in this direction have been 
made before, but his owners have always 
been able to thwart them. 

Fisher. who was Rajah’s keeper, spent 
Saturday night drinking, and yesterday 
morning be appeared at the circus end 
proceeded to demonstrate his prowess. He 


entered a cage of lions and after chasin 

them about for some’ time turne? them 
into a large performing cage. e then 
umused himself by whipping a large black 
bear until the animal was thoroughly 
cowed Fisher next perched himself upon 
the elepnant’s tusks and commanded him 
to open his mouth. Rajah did not obey, ana 
Fisher struck him With an elephant hook. 

In a second the» animal had grabbed 
Fisher's arm tn 
it to a pulp. The sight and taste of blood 
and the trainer’s screams crazed the. mone- 
ster. He tossed Fisher to the ground with 
his trunk and tried to gore .-him with -his 
tuske. His tusks were so short, however, 
having been sawed so clese, to render them 
less murderous, that he could not reach 
his victim with them. 

Rajah then deliberately knelt upon Fish- 
er’s chest. He broke every rib in the man's 
body and crushed the life out of him. 

F’ sher is the first keeper Rajah has killed. 
It has not been because of any fondness 
that Rajah has had for Fisher that the 
latter escaped, but because the brute was 
afraid of him. 

Fisher has before had several narrow ¢66&- 
capes from death in encounters with the 
elephant. He was an Englishman. His 
home was in Montreal. 

Rajah has been particularly troublesome 
this winter, although Fisher was the first 
ran he had killed since the circus went into 
winter quarters. A few weeks ago he broke 
ioose and was at large for two days, dur- 
ing which time he made all kinds of trouble 
for the railroads in the switching yards at 
Argentine by tearing out their switches 
and signals. He even tipped a box car 
over one day, blockading the track until a 
wrecking train could be secured from Kan- 
sas City. 

A posse of a hundred citizens and circus 
employes, armed with rifles, followed him 
on horseback, and it was not unti! -he had 
been shot 16 times that he allowed Fisher 
to approach him and lead him back to his 
quarters. One of the shots destroyed the 
Sight of one of the animal’s eyes. 


JOHN K. SPEED GOES DOWN.

K. Speed, one of the largest steamboats 
plying the Ohio River, lies In the middle of 
the Ohio here as a result of a collision yes- 
terday.

We are wr.i- 
ing a page of our great country’s history 
which it will be very difficult for even the 
ow: Sada mame American to explain and 
justify. 

“I trust I am not lacking in the loyalty 
which the nation has a right to expect from 
every cit.zen, but I would rather be ac- 
cused of lack of patriotism than by hold- 
ing my peace seem sure to approve of the 
wholesale destruction of the lives of those 
poor people in their own homes. I am first 
a Christian, then an American, and I pre- 
fer to be consistent with the principles of 
Christianity than from a mistaken idea of 
patriotism to justify a war which practi- 
cally now appears to be a war of exter- 
mination. 

“The present war can only be excused on 
the ground of the Filipinos being our ene- 
mies. It would, I think, be aifficult to 
prove their deserv.ng the name of enemies. 
And even though they were our enemies 
surely some better way might be found for 
subduing them than is found in their ex- 
tinction.’’

in this country. In Great Britain the textile industmes were 
monopolized some time ago.

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A BIG TRUST'S “WATER.” 


St. Louis, Chicago, New York and Philadelphia are now 
threatened with the burden of the biggest street railway trust 
yet formed. 

It is said that the trust will first gobble the Chicago street 
railways and capitalize them at the rate of $200,000,000 per 1000 
smiles of track. If this succeeds, doubtless St. Louis lines will 
hbe capitalized on the same basis. What does this mean? 

A capital of $200,000,000 on 1000 miles of track is at the rate 
of $200,000 per mile. St. Louis street railways cost an average 
of $39,000 per mile to build and equip. They are at present cap- 
italized at $103,428 per mile. 

The Street Railway Journal recently gave figures showing 
that a group of 127 companies were capitalized at $110,000 per 
mile of track, and another group of 96 companies at $119,000 
per mile of track, which was the highest capitalization given. 

At $200,000 per mile on track which costs to build and equip 
about $40,000 per mile, the ‘“‘water’ in this new trust will be 
a monstrous and impudent imposition upon the people of the 
cities expected to pay dividends on it. 

The inilk in the cocoanut of the consolidation bill pending in 
the State Legislature, to which the Post-Dispatch called atten- 
tion, is found in this scheme. That bill should be killed at once. 

Investigation, prompt an‘ searching, should always be pos- 
Bible in public effairs, no matter what party may be injured by 
it. The people do not always hasten to correct the evils re- 
vealed, byt they are, nevertheless, entitled to a clear knowl- 
edge of all public affairs.

OLD TIME BASEBALL, 


HOW 8ST. LOUIS BEAT OHICAGO IN 
THE LONG AGO. 


THIS SEASON’S OPENING GAME. 


It Wild Be Played on Saturday and the 
New St. Louis Club Will Then 
Meet the Old Browns. 


The opening this week of the National 
League championship taseball season calls 
to the mind of an old-timer the opening 
of another baseball season that took place 
ever 60 many years ago. 

The scene of battle was Grand Avenue 
Park, now known as Athietic Park. 

The date was May 6, 1875, and the compet- 
ing teams the St. Louis Browns and Chi- 
cago White Stockings. 

There was great enthusiasm over this 
game before and after, and a great crowd 


went out to see it. 

There were no electric lines to the ball 
park in those days, a solitary bobtailed 
affair being the only street car line running 
in that direction. 

As nearly 10,000 persons witnessed the 
game some idea of the nF a of vehicles 
that bowled over Grand avenue c&n 
easier imagined than deécribed. 


It was estimated that there were 10,000 
persons out to witness the match game, 
and among the spectators were a&-large 
number of ladies. In the reserved seat 
stand were several hundred who could find 
no opportunity to sit outtheir extra quar- 
ters’ worth, and considerable fault-finding 
resulted. Said one fortumate with a seat 
to an unfortunate without one: “John, 
you should have come earlier.’ 

‘“Barlier’’’ responded John. “How early 
must a man come? I started just after 
breakfast, but the crowd was so thick that 
l couldn’t make time. 

“What time did you come?” said the first 
speaker. 

“Oh! I came out last night, and brought 
my bed, and didn't get a very good seat, 
either. You see, we must start in several 
days ahead after this.’ 

Kons those present was Gen. Sherman, 
who occupied a position during the game 
in the reporters’ stand. He was accompan- 
ied by Col, A. R. WBaston.

Further information regarding the con- 
solidation of the independent breweries of 
New Orleans by St. Louis capital, as told 
exclusively in Sunday’s-Post-Dispatch, is to 
the effect that the object” of the consolida- 
tion is to supply the beer demand in Cuba 


and Porto Rico. 

Alexander Konta, a son-in-law of William 
J. Lemp, arranged the deal and effected its 
consummation. In an interview in New Or- 
leans Sunday Mr. Konta is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“Stocks and securities have reached such 
a high level that there is only 3 or 4 per 
cent for the investor. There is a great deal 
of money in the East seeking employment, 
and many capitalists would prefer to invest 
in New Orleans rather than go to new 
fields in Cuba and Porto Rico. Affairs are 
still unsettled on those islands, and capital 
is always more or less timid. The capital- 
ists who intend to operate the consolidated 
brewerles are satisfied that they can manu- 
faucture beer so cheaply that the product 
of the Western cities will be shut out of this 
city and the country tributary to it.”

He says he lef. Cincinnati in November 
last and went to Chicago. In March last 
he secured a position to travel for a man 
named J. H. Bartlett to advertise a soap 
cevtag or like preparation, his firet stand 

eing in Waukegan, Ill. He went to Wau- 
megan and his mind has been a bDiank ever 
since. 

“These ‘spells’ attack me every two or 
three years,” said Zan. ‘‘They will return 
every two or three months for a whole 
year and then I'H be all right for a year 
or two and then away I go to Germany.” 

Monday morning a representative of a 
St. Louis firm that has the contract for 
the stucco work in the new City Hall in 
East St. Louis, conversed with Zan while 
he was at work upon a soap model. He wae 
so taken with ‘‘Leoni's’’ deftness that he 
told Chief Hauss that if the man’s condi- 
tion would warrant it he should have a job 
in the clay work on Bast St. Louis’ new 
municipa] building. 


Caspar Leoni, the eccentric Corsican 
sculptor, who is &@ prisoner at the Kast St. 
Louis police station. led the Chicago police 
a merry chase about four years ago. 

For three or four weeks hardly a night 
passed when a plate glass window in some 
one of Chicago’s large wholesale houses 
was not smashed. There were never signs 
of attempted burglary, which made the 
vandalism a]l the more mysterious. So 
many reports of broken plate glass win- 
dows came into Chief of Police Badenoch 
that he kept half of his shrewdest special 
officers on night duty downtown just to 
apprehendsthe culprit. A clew was fur- 
nished them in the fact that every window 
was smashed in exactly the same spot, and 
that the whole created was always about 
the same size. They watched night after 
night without succéss only to ear the 
next morning that a $0 window pane had 
been shattered just where they were not 
looking. 

One day two detectives noted a queer- 
looking little man an the street take from 
his pocket two highly-polished -cobble- 
stones. They were clean and almost shiny 
from the polishing. The man looked upon 
them fondly and compared them as if to 
decide which one he considered the more 

recious. Then he placed them cautiously 
mack in his pocket and started up the 
street. The detectives kept him in sight 
until he disappeared into a house on West 
Taylor street. They watched the house 
until he came out about midnight and 
walked swiftly back to the Southside. 

The detectives followed. he man turned 
up Fifth avenue, and a few blocks up the 
street halted in front of one of the big 
wholesale dry goods houses which are plen- 
tiful along that thoroughfare. Before the 
detectives could get to him he smashed 
one_of the big plate glass windows with a 
stone which he took from his pocket. They 
overtook him as dashed up the street. He 
made no resistance at arrest, but rather 
seemed to be expecting that he would be 
caught. 

His actions in police court next day were 
s0 manifestly those of an insane man that 
he was sent to the detention hospital for 
examination, whence he was committed to 
the asylum at Kankakee. 

Leoni talked of himself at that time 
freely. He said he knew it was wrong to 
break windows, but that he did it because 
he could not resist the impulse. He en- 
joyed the sound of crashing giass, he said 
more than anything else on earth. He used 
only polished stones to gratify his craving 
to hear glass crash, and he described how 
he prepared them. He also told where he 
had buried half a dozen stones which were 
‘seasoning’ for future use.
